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REMARKS 

Claims 1-24 are now present in this application. Dependent claims 22-24 are added 
by the present Preliminary Amendment. In view of the following, Applicants respectfully 
request an early indication of the allowability of claims 1-24. 

New Claims and Claim Amendments 

By the present Preliminary Amendment, new claims 22-24 have been added. In 
addition, pending independent claims 1 and 12 have been amended. Applicants submit that 
support for the amendments to independent claims 1 and 12 and new claims 22-24 can be 
found at least in the figures as originally filed. For example. Applicants direct the Examiner 
to Figure 2. Thus, the amendments and new claims do not introduce any new matter. 

MOSTAFAZADEH 

During the July 14, 2006 Interview, the Examiner asserted that claimed enclosure 
body and conductive studs read upon the solder mask 48 and balls 42, respectively, of 
Mostafazadeh. Thus, claim amendments distinguishing these features are necessary in order 
to overcome the cited art. 

However, Applicants submit that the solder mask 48 is conductive, contrary to the 
enclosure body. 

Furthermore, Applicants submit that one of ordinary skill in the art would know the 
structural differences between a stud and a solder ball. Although Applicants have amended 
the claims to clarify the claimed conductive studs, // the Examiner maintains the above- 
discussed line of reasoning, Applicants respectfiilly request that the Examiner provide some 
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teaching that suggests that conductive studs and balls may have the same shape or could be 
used interchangeable, as would be known to one of ordinary skill in the art. 



Accordingly, in view of the above, an early indication of the allowability of claims 1- 
24 in connection with the present application is earnestly solicited.
